London, Dec. 11;—The war office 

publishes the following despatch from 
Gen. Walker at Cape Town;

® Molieno, Cape Colony, Dec. 10;—Gen. 
atacre’s movement may be termed a 
»reconnaissance in force. The object 
was to ascertain the strength of posi- 
ion of the Boers who were strongly 
hm entrenched along the Stormberg. He 
m left Putter’s kraal sncrily after noon 
» yesterday with a fighting force slight- 
ly over 4,000 men, leaving Mciteno at 
nine last evening. He made.a memor- 
able night march over rocks and veldt. 
B (here was no. a sound except a steady 
* tramp, and ihere were no distinguish- 
ing lights as the bright moon had gone 
down. At half past eleveu the column 
arrived safely within a couple of miles 
of its destination; the'only incident of 
the march being an occasional sudden 
call of halt, under the belief that the 
Boers were there. 

Suddenly a terrific fire opened simul- 
tameously on the British front and 
flanks. The Royal [Irish rifles, who 
formed the advance sought shelter be- 
hind a neighboring kopje and we-e 
speedily joined by the remainder of the 
rolumn. It was soon feund, however, 
that this position “was also covered by 
the Boer guns: which were more 
powerful than had been expected. ‘The 
troops therefore sought a safer posi- 
tion about half a mile away. ‘Two 
batteries in the meantime engaging 
the Boers and covering the troops in 
their withdrawal. The action now be- 
came geperal at Jong range and a .le- 
tachment of mounted infantry moved 
northward with a view of getting on 
the enemy’s right flank. Suddenly a 
strong commando was seen moving 
from the north, and the Royal Irish 
riiles and Northumberland regiment 
were sent out to meet it It was soon 
discovered that the Boers had ma- 
chine guns well placed and the British 
were compelled to face a terribis fire. 
Finding it impossible to hold their posi- 
tion in the face of an enemy apparent- 
ly superionin position,numbers and ar- 
tillery the British retired to Molteno. 
The Boers foliowed up closely and

The tree was a 
poplar, about 200 yards from his house 
where he resided with his son and 
dsughter and sen-in-taw. The police 
are satisfied that it was suicide and 
no inquest will be held. He had, 
seemingly, climbed the tree, fastened 
the rope to the limb and thrown him- 
self off. ‘The limb was about nine feet 
from the grovnd and when hanging 
his feet were abou! 16 inches from the 
earth. The rope used was one which 
had been bought for a tie rope. A 
slight scratch was on his face, thought 
to have been received from a broken 
limb! when he tnrew himself off. ‘The 
deceased had been acting peculiarly 
for some time, and did not appear to 
be altogether right in his mind. The 
body was taken possesion of by his re- 
latives and buried Friday.

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CATTLE. 


The effort of the Northwest govern- 


ment in aid of improved cattle will 


probably be appreciated more at Ed- 


monton than in any other part of the 
Territories ; owing to the Jong haul 
and consequent high freight from 
Ontario to this point and to the fact 
that probably no part of the Territor- 
ies needs an improvement in its cattle 
more than this district. At the same 
time the cattle market here is all that 
could be desired, whether the animal 
is young or old fat or lean there are 
people scouring the country in all 
directions with cash in hand to buy 
and pay for all that are for sale. In- 
deed the danger is that the district 
will be drained too completely of cattle 
for the good of all concerned. But 
such a time is the most favorable 


possible for improving herds. When | 


the farmer can dispose of his scrub 
stock for all that they are worth in 
cash and with a cash market in sight 
for all he can raise is the time that he 
can best afford to invest in good stock. 
With the question ot freight cut out 
as it practically is by the Northwest 
government's arrangemen:, and even 
arrangemenis made to purchase in the 
east and thereby save the expen- 
sive trip down and back, there is an 
opportunity such as farmers hitherto 
never dreamed of for improving their 
herds at a minimum expese. It gives 
them practically allthe advantage of 
stock raising in Ortario while still re- 
taining the great advantage of un- 
limited free pasturage and hay afford- 
ed in this country. 

At the present time the market 
stands about in this wise. The far- 
mer’s herd is made up of calves, year 
olds, two year olds three year olds and 
cows. 

Gordon & Ironsides’ buyer comes 
around and picks out the very best 
three year olds and pays the very 
top price for them, $40 to $45 a head. 
This is the purchase which sets the 
pace. These buyers do not want and 
will not take cheap cattle. Only the 
best are any use to them. But for 
everything that is best,—that is good 
enough for the English market—a 
dollar or two on the price is neither 
here nor there. Not because they are 
philanthropists but because the ocean 
freight is a large part of the total cost 
of the beef in England. The freight 
is paid for by space and is therefore 
0 more on the best animal than on 
the worst. They can afford to pay 
the saving in freight on an extra 
good animal as part of the purchase 
price. 

P. Burns’ buyer is around close 
after Gordon & Ironside. He wants 
beef for the Kootenay mines. He 
has an abattoir and coid storage at 
Calgary. As his haul is short and 
freight is by the hundred pounds 
Burns can purchase the smaller and 
younger cattle that Gordon & Ironsides 
would not touch. Any part of Alberta 
has a shorter rail haul to the abattoir 
and the mines than any other section 
of the Territories or Manitoba. There- 
fore he can pay the Alberta farmer 
the difference in the freight more for 
his cattle than he can the farmer of 
Manitoba. As a matter of fact the 
Alberta farmer or rancher has the 
preference for the Kootenay market. 

The competitive export demand 
relieves the local market from what 
would otherwise be a glut; and in 
order to meet the demands of a large 
and rapidly growing population the 
local butchers have to pay good prices 
for what stock they want, 

It will thus be seen that there is a 
ready market for all cattle fit for beef. 
But what about the two year olds, 
year olds and calves? Experience on 
the southern ranges has shown that 
well grown calves, year olds and two 
year olds can be wintered on the 
range with almost no loss and the 
most trifling expense. Involving none 
of the heavy outlay and risk necessary 
to breed stock under the conditions 


young stock. 

This leaves nothing but the cows on 
the tarmer’s hands. 
where the market for cattle of all 
ages and grades is so good, and where 
dairying is so profitable, it can easily 
be seen that cows are not likely to be 
adrug on the market. But if they 
were the incoming settlers want them 
so that they too have a ready market 
at a good price.

MANITOBA ELECTIONS. 


The result of the Manitoba elections 
is certainly a surprise. It was not 
difficult to believe that the opposition 
would make substantial gains, but that 
they should treble and possibly more 
than treble their number of seats 
shows a change of public sentiment 
sufficiently marked to be startling. 
The change is all the more remark- 
able in that it has been achieved with- 
out any pronounced declaration of 
popular policy on the part of the 
opposition. Their’s was a negative 
rather than a positive policy, and on 
any question the province stood to 
lose rather than gain by their access- 
ion to power, judging both sides by 
their record and associa:ions rather 
than by their promises or explana- 
tions. No doubt the active work of 
organization which has been carried 
on during the past three years by the 
leader of the opposition, coupled with 
his personal popularity, has bad some- 
thing to do with the result. This 
migut account for some changes, but 
cannot account fer not only the total 
change of seats but the large majorit- 
ies that have been given against the 
government candidates, including two 
members of the government. 

The success of the opposition can 
only be accounted for on the supposi- 
tioa of popular dissatisfaction with tHe 
government or with some feature of 
its policy. That it was not with the 
government as a government or with 
the members personally there can be 
no question. The administration of 
the government was business like and 
satisfactory. It’s members were per- 
sonally popular and were competent in 
the administration of their several de- 
partments. Either the people of the 
province changed their government 
without a reason or the reason was 
dissatisfaction with the policy of the 
government cr with some part of its 
policy. 

The cause of dissatisfaction 
is not far too seek or hard to under- 
stand. The transportation question—- 
otherwise the railway question—is 
necessarily the great question in a 
wheat growing country. It was the 
acceptable nature of the railway policy 
of the Greenway party when in op- 
position that placed them in power. 
Had their railway policy remained 
acceptable they would bave remained 
in power. It had ceased to meet the 
requirements of the province and the 
people took the only means in their 
power of expressing their disapproval 
by casting their votes against the gov- 
ernment on Thursday last. 

Mr. Greenway’s government was 
placed in power to oppose railway 
monopoly. During the last few years 
his policy has been distinctly and 
unquestionably in favor of monopoly; 
hence his downfall. Before the pre- 
vious general election he pledged him- 
self to secure a ten cent wheat rate to 
Lake Superior. He not only did not 
do so but he let what was clearly an 
opportunity of doing so go by without 
an effort. Instead of encouraging the 
construction of competing lines 
throughout the province he used the 
resources of the province to increase 
the hold of railway monopoly. 

It is true that the new government 
is more closely identified with railway 
and every other monoply than was 
that of Mr. Greenway, so that to a

Be- 
sides all the furs traded by the H. 
B. Co. at their posts in the Edmonton 
district, as well as all from their posts 
im the Peace, Athabasca and Macken- 
zie river districts are brought here 
for shipment to London. 


Large as is tlae present amount of 
fur brought in from all parts of the 
country, it is quite possible and prob- 
able that it will be exceeded in ‘the 
future. At present the Indians are 
obliged to hunt where they can kill 
mcose, cariboo or fish. With improved 
‘and cheaper trans ert to the north, 
Fiour and Bacon, ill be cheaper, and 
Henabls an [Indian to be more independ- 
pnt of game and fish than at pres- 
t, and to hunt parts of the country 
Where at present no one hunts. White 
Ptrappers who can live{on a small stock 
fof provisions, (as compared to an In- 
dian with a large family and a big 
bend of degs); will establish them- 
selves throughout the country, and as 
some few are doing at present, earn 
gook wages by kiliing fur. The north 
Sxouniry is not by any means over 
)) trapped as‘yet, it is a bigi country: with 
"very few people init. The Indians of 
"the north do not at present kiil half 
bethe. fur they might do if they devoted 
Mall their time toit. The greater part 
Of the winter they are busy hunting 

for something to eat, in the coldest 
weatber they keep in{jcamp if they can, 
end it is only!towards spring that they 
give their attention in earnest to the 
killing of fur. Where traders are 
numercus and competition keen, the 
Indian hunts more, goods are brought 
to his camp all through the winter 
and he is induced to work harder, than 
those Indians who only come into a 
trading post twice a year. 


Until the past two years the north- 
erm posts of the Hudson‘s Bay Co., on 
the Mackenzie, have not been tapped 

ae by the traders, but now that Messrs. 
Ee Nagle & Hislop, traders at Great Slave 
Se lake, have a good’ steamer on the Mac- 

kenzie. and Wm. Connor’ another, 
we may expect a much larger output 
of fur from that part ofthe country, 
~ as the Indians seeing more goods will 
~ kill fur to buy them. Up to the pres- 

i‘ ent date the supply of goods was 

scarcely sufficient to pay for the fur 

r they did kill. 

Beaver can be killedjout of a country 
in a short time, as has been done in 

a Peace River, but with other fur it-is 
different. If fires are kept down and 
not allowed to rum the north will furn- 
ish furs for many a year to come. 
One fire will destroy more fur-bearing 
animals in the covntry it passes 
through than a good sized tribe of 
Indians would kill in years. 


fhe furs brought into Edmonton are 
badger, biack, brown, and grizzley 
bear, beaver, and castoreum, ermine, 
fisher cross, red, silver, black, white 

and kitt foxes, lynx, marten, muskrat, 
otter, skunk wolverine, timber, barren 
ground, brush and prairie wolf, wee- 
nusks and musk ox. The last named 
come principally from Fort Resolu- 
tion on Great Slave lake. Messrs. 
McDougall & Secord, who hanile all 
that come to Edmonton have general- 
ly'a nice assortment of these robes on 

hand. 

y The fur season opens the fifteenth 
October when muskrat. and skunk be- 
2 gin to come in, but furs in general are 
not killel before 1st November. {frad~- 
ers from outside points come in about 

Xmas and New Years, ard from then 
all through the winter there is fur 
; coming in. Whe real fur season, the

‘s opens about the Ist of June, and lasts 
pretty well all through August. Dur- 
ing that time there are but few days 
when some lct of fur is not put/ up for 
sale. : 3 
A trader when he gets in with his 
packs of fur secures some wareroom 
z where he can open them and calls in 
all,the fur buyers in town to examine 
his furs. Each buysr makes his as- 
sertment and values the lot. When 
all: have iooked over the lot they meet 
together, each buyer makes out his bid 

on a piece of(paper and hands it to the 
owner of the fur who opens the bids, 
calling out the uame of each buyer and 
the amount of his bid, aud the fur 
goes to the highest offer. The lucky 
manj smiles and hunts for a drayman, 
while the disappointed ones retire try- 

ing to look cheerful, and console: 
themselves by making calculations as 

to the amount of money the man who 
bought the fur stands to lose. Lots 
run from a few dollars to as high as 


sight 


$20,000, and as a rule the bids are very ! 


close, sometimes a tie occurs, when a 
quarter is tossed tu decide the matter. 

As, soon as a trader gets the buyers 
at work he proceeds to pay off his men, 
who after a trip are badly in’ want of a 
new rigout, and this they get as soon 
as\ possible before taking in the sights 
of the town. First and foremost and 
absolutely irdispensabie article in 
their. outfit is a cowboy hat. No cheap 
imitation, but a genuine Stetson cost- 
ing from $6 to $8 Next will come a 
white shirt amd a fancy tie, a black 
cloth coat and vest{and a pair of shep- 
herd’s plaid trousers. A white pocket 
handkerchief and a pair of boots, com- 
pletes the outfit, if the boots squeak 
loudly the northern Indian tripman is 
quite happy, An old resident has only 
Lo catch sight of one uf these men in 
his new. clothes. to. know that the 
\raders have arrived. 


That there is no other town in Brit- 
ish' North America, where so large an 
amount of raw furs, direct from first 
hands, finds a market/as in Edmonton, 


scme years past. That this fur does 
find its market here, is because there 
is no other place where the trader, 
white trapper or Indian can dispose 
of this trade or hunt io better advant- 
age. No place where he can find stores 


he! requires, or merchants who under- 
stand so well the trade he is engag- 
ed in. It is not, however, only the 
traders and trappers off the north who 
have found Edmonton a good market 
for their furs. Dealers in furs along 
the line of the C. P. railway through 


British Columbia have found it to their 
advantage to ship their furs to Edmon- 
ton. Buyers from Edmonr:on also visit 
these poinis and ship their purchases 


All fur traded in the Peace, Atha- 
basca and Mackenzie districts must of 
necessity come to Edmonton for sale 


160 miles northeast of Edmonton are 
several traders, who have outposts at 
Portage la Loche and draw in consider- 
able fur from that section of country, 


The past season a conservative esti- 


Yet these northern tripmen, half- 


a long trip looking the picture of 


they have gone through to earn it 


or after they are paid off.

In the fall 
o< the year an‘Indian will not(/as a rule 
buy light fancy goods, he dreads the 
cold and protects himself as well as he 
is abie against it. In the spring 


a) hen he comes in with his winter huni 
he will indulge himself in finery, and 
will then buy fancy. handkerchiefs ,&e., 
but there are very few cheap trinkets 
sold in the north. 


The season of 1899-1900 does not 
promise to be a very good one for furs 
at least in the immediate vicinity of 
Edmonton. Indiaus require snow to 
pitch off into the weods, as a flat 
sleigh can pass pretty well anywhere. 
Many half-breeds expecting scrip’ to be 
issued to thera will not pitch off and 
hunt as usual, and besides all these 
reasons it weuld seem as though it 
were guing to be one of those off years 
which occur now and again when no 
kind of fur is very plentiful. The lynx 
hive migrated out of the country and 
it will be about three years before we 
may expect them to be numerous 
again, 

Foxes are seemingly scarce and so are 
wolves. What the catch mayibe in the 
north it is hard to say. The issue of 
scrip and payment of treaty money to 
Indians and half-breeds of Lesser Slave 
lake, Peace River and Athabasca will 
have considerable effect on the fur 

trade, many will be pretty well equip- 
ped for the first part of the winter 
and may not care to exert themselves 
hunting before necessity obliges them 
to make a move. On the other hand 
more goods than ever before have been 
sent north and there will be a greater 
extent of country covered, so that per- 
haps when the end of the season comes 
the total amount of fur marketed at 
Edmonton; will not be found much be- 
low the average of recent years.

NORTHERN PROSPECTORS. 

A party consisting of D. Diver. N. 
S. Potter, jr., Asa Stanbury, Gus Hon-- 
son, Jerty Hansoa, J. L. Johnsivn ind 
Alex. Livings.one, arrived from Great 
Siave lake on Vriday last. ‘Che first 
five named formed a prt of the Greii 
Slave Lake Mining Co., of Jackson 
Michigan, the other two were in the 
employ of the Yukon Valley Prospect- 
ing & Mining Co. The Jackson party 
went down last spring using ‘he littie 
Bieamer Argo which they brought 
with ihem on the trip north. -They 
also used it in their exploration 
around the lake and on the trip back 
as fa: as Fort Smith. They sold it 
to Gaudette and Simpson, H. B. 
officers at Resolution. 


UO. 


They left Resolution on Sept. 12th 
by the Argo. On reaching Smith they 
had io procure a boat to continue 


their journey above the rapids. To 
get the boat they had to go back to 
Salt river some twenty miles. ‘This 
caused them to be five days later lea: 
ing Smith landing than Dr. Bell, and 
that five days delay threw them out 
Over a month before they reached Kd- 


monion. {They tracked up the Great 
Slave rive: and Athabasca to Mc- 
Murray. Twenty miles below Mc- 


Murray they met ice and With eight 
men on the line they were two days 
meking ithe twenty miles, They lay at 


McMurray four weeks Waiting for 
snow, and at last started out drag- 
Zing toboggans over bare ground. 


They dragged for two days before they 
zot sleighing. At White Fish lake 
100 miles from McMurray, they pro- 
cured two dog trains. They, were ten 
days In maxing the 109 miles to White 
Fish lake, and eight days in reaching 
Lac la Biche with dog train. From 
Lac la Biche they came in with teams. 

‘They take a discouraging view of the 
mineral prospecis at Great Slave lake. 
Mr. Potter, who is an assayer, and 
had a complete outfit, was unable to 
find a trace of gold in samples of rock 
frem jhe same location as was said 
to have given such great results in 
Chicago last winter. The formation at 
the eastern end of the lake is Lauren- 
tian and shows gash veins of copper 
ore, but they do not consider these 
valuable. (fhe formation southwest of 
Fort Resolution is Devonian limestone. 
In this is found the galena deposits 
which have been largely spoken of. 
(hese are pockeiy, very similar to the 
galena deposits of Missouri, and carry 
very little silver. The ore runs about 
80 to 90 per cent lead. (There is a 
great deal of mica in the country, bni 
it is not of a quality io be of value, 
so far as they can judge. 

Mr. Diver brings back a number of 
inicresting Indian curosities. . Prob- 
ably ihe most interesting of these is 
a belt of porcupine guiiis in process 
of making. ‘He also has a pair of buck- 
skin gloves very tastily ornamented 
int silk work, and a novel which bears 
the inscription “Mackenzie river cir- 
culating library, 1851.”

Benneit Burleigh, war correspond- 
ent of the Daily Telegraph in Natal 
writing of the early, battles of the war 
Says;

GREAT SLAVE LAKE. 
W. J McLean of the Yukon Valley 


| Mining and Prospecting Co., arrived 


from; the east end of Great Slave lake 
on Saiurday, accompanied by Heary 
Muirtin of Winnipeg and James Hurt 
o* Chicago. Mr. McLean spent most 
o* last summer in prospecting the ex- 
trome easterly end of Great Slave Lake 


noar the site of Fort Reliance, a post 
o, the H. B. Co. abandoned more than 
forty years ago, and the Lockhart 
river ‘which puts into ‘the ex- 
tremity of the lake. He prospected 
ths river for placer and although he 
found all the indications including 
blick sand, if there was any gold 
it was too fine for him to save with 
such appliances as he had. In the 
vi inity of the lake he found a number 
of large veins of quartz, samples of 
which he brought out for assay, is 
gold bearing. He also found large 
ceposits of copper ore which muiy 
al-o contain gold, samples of 
which he brought out for assay. 

D, T. Hanbury the explorer entered 
Slive lake near its easterly end from 
Chesterfield Inlet by way of a series 
of lakes and portages through a 
country not difficult for travelling and 
weli stocked with game, Mr. McLean 
dil not meet Mr. Hanbury, however ,as 
the latter passed him amongst the is- 
lands while both were making their 
way to Resolution. Deer were very 
numerous last season at Fond du Lac 
on Great Slave lake. 


Mr. McLean left Fort Reliance on 
Aug. 28th by canoe for Resolution, 
reaching tbere on Oct. 31st. Left Re- 
solution by canoe on Oct. 4th and 
reached Chipewyan on Oct. 29th. On 
theway up to Chipewyan he was delay- 
ed for a time by running ice, but the 
ice: finally cleared away and he reach- 
ed Chipewyan in open water. Left 
Chipewyan on Nov. 17th with dog 
trains and travelled on the Athabas- 
ca to McMurray and thence overland 
to Lac la Biche. From Lac la Biche 
the party came in with horse teams. 
Although considerably over 60 years 
of age Mr. McLean has stood the hard- 
ships of this thousand mile trip well. 


There remain at Resolution of his 
company Messrs. Carmen, Enderley, 
Butterfield and Westhourne. Ffrof. 
Bell, nephew of Dr. Bell, of the geo- 
logical survey, also remains. ‘The 
steamer Sparrow, purchased by Hislop 
& Nagle, had reached Resolution safely 
amd in good running order. She will 
be of great assistance in the expansion 
of Messrs. Hislop & Nagle’s trade next 
season. W. Connor, trader, had gone 
to Peel river. He had the machinery 
of the Upas fitted into a York boat. 

Mr. McLean Jeaves for Winnipeg in 
a few days taking with him his sam- 
ples of ore for assay. He has every 
confidence in the richnessjof the Great 
Slave lake mineral deposits and will 
go back again next season.

IMPROVEMENT OF STOCX. 

The C. P. R. land department has 
Tecently taken very practical meas- 
ures! to aid materialiy in the improve- 
ment of the quality of cattle and hogs 
in Alberta. They have purchased and 
brought in three thoroughbred short- 
horn bulls and sixteen thoroughbred 
boars of the Berkshire, Yorkshire and 
Tamworth varieties. The animals are 
placed in the hands of a farmer in 
each district selected for experiment 
for the advantage of the neighborhood 
without charge. At the end of two 
years if the farmer has fulfiled all 
the conditions attached satisfactorily 
the animal becomes his property. ‘The 
bulls were placed, one at Wetaskiwin, 
one at Conjuring Creek and one at 
Agricola, the latter in the hands of 
T. G. Pearce. The boars were distri- 
buted as follows; Mhree inthe vicinity 
of Calgary, 1 at Bowden ,2 at Innisfail, 
2 at Red Deer{1 at Lacombe, 2 at We- 
taskiwin, 2 at Leduc, 1 at Agricola 
in charge of T. G. Pearce, 1 at East 
Edmonton in charge of W. Stephens, 
and cne at Horse Hills in charge of 
A. McLay.

ANSWERS TO QUERIES. 


A correspondent asks the following 
questions; The answers are according 
to the best judgment of thid journal, 
but are not intended as the basis of 
a lawsuit; 

1. Are parties purchasing C. P. R. 
land, liable for school tax on such land 
before it has become the property of 
the purchaser, that is before full pay- 
ment on the land is made? 

Answer; ‘Tha C. P. R. does not sell 
the land but merely gives an agree,ent 
of sale which stands until all payments 
are made. It is held that by this ar- 
rangement the C. P. R. exemption 
covers the land until the purchaser re- 
ceives his deed. 

2. Can surveyor’s fees be collected 
from partie who disputes the position 
of the corner of a section when the 
irom bar is missing, but the four holes 
which mark the corner remaing 

Answer; It is natural tc suppose 
that fees can only be collected from 
who are consenting parties to the em- 
ployment of the surveyor. If a sur- 
veyor is employed those who employ 
him; must pay 

3. What is the legal month to notify 
regarding the building of a line fence? 


Answer Not aware that any notice 
is necessary. Zhe party who first 
needs the fence puts it up. Whem the 
other party uses the fence as a part 
of.an enciosure made by him, the per- 
‘son erecting it may collect from him 
a proportionate share of the cost. 

4. Cam a public road be surveyed 
through land without compensation to 
the owners? 

Answers. It is held by: good author- 
ities that if the road so surveyed was 
an old trail before the land was ac- 
quired by private owners no compensa 
tion need be paid. Ifit was not amold 
trail of course it must be paid for. 

5. Can a_ public road be made 
through one’s land for convenience and 
the owner not have power to close up 
the said road?, 

Answer. Once the government has 
provided for a trail through any prop- 
erty whether by expropriation or 
otherwise, it is a public right of way 
and must not be closed by any private 
party, except on the order of a judge. 
—_—————— 

INSPECTION OF HORSES. 


The Dominion minister of agricuf- 
ture: has ordered sections 40 and 42 of 
th'é regulations governing the inspec- 
tiom of horses: to.be put into forces at 
all points in Manitoba,the Northwest 
Territories and British Columbia. They 
require the inspection of the following 
horses by competent veterinarians, 
authorized by the minister of agricul+ 
ture, at the port of entry, when im- 
ported into Canada from the United 
States, viz. Horses admitted for gen- 
eral purposes: horses for stocking 
ranches. horses or cow ponies for cat- 
tle renches; horses forming part of 
settlers’ effects; horses for racing, 
shows, exhibition or for breeding pur- 
poses; horses for pasturing or winter 
feeding and horses for sa‘e. In the 
case of settlers’ horses and horses for 
breeding the inspection fees are paid 
by the department of agriculture. In 
every case the owner of the cattle pays 
cost of tuberculin which is supplied 
by the department of agriculture: at 
10 cents per dose. '

Whe Wood-Mayor Co., of San Fran- 
cisco, dealers in furs and especially in 
rabbit skins, gives the following direc- 
tionsi for handling the skins; 

We beg to call your special attention 
to hare and rabbit skins (Jacks, Cot- 
ton tails and Mountain hares) whick 
we want in large numbers from fuli 
grown animals with their winter coats 
on and fur well set. We prefer these 
skins “cased,” that is, skin pulled off 
with’ pelt outside; no flesh or fat left 
on pelt; without heads and feet; feet 
cut off at shouliers and thighs. Place 
a shake rounded aif one end in “green” 
skin so that “crease” in skin when dry 
will be in centre of back and beily just 
as skins comes off the animal; then 
stretch skin lengthwise, only to its 
natural size, and dry suspended in the 
atmosphere “as dry as a bone.” No 

salting nor any other preparation 
required. Don’t be too particular 
about skinning as value of skins does 
not warrant much expense. but go in 
for quantity.
